Tre Governor General in Council has len ‘lt the nece for establish- 
ing, in the Burmese Provinces of British India, x control Aduninistration, vested 
with ample power, subject to. the general authority of the Government of 
India, to direct the affairs of those Provinges on a gencral)y uniform system ; to con 
trol the public expenditure in all Departments; to ‘close and watchful super- 
visian over the proceedings of the Local Ofliccrs of ev el and to devise such 
mesures as may be best calculated to promote the ‘muterial welfare and moral 
advancement of the people. 

Hitherto these Provinces have been administered separately by three Commis= 
sioners independent of each othe: d subject to no local head. Two of them (Pegu 

‘Tenasserim) are now in direc imdinaton to the Government of India, while 


the third (Arracan) formed, till recently, a portion of the*Lieutenant-Governorship ok 
Be 



























They are all Non-Regulati rovinces. Their revenue system is in prinetple. 
essent.ally the same. It is foundéd ou the system which prevailed under the Bug- 
mese Government, and the modifications adopted in cach Province, from time to time 
since it camie under British Rule, ave duc less to any varicty in the conditions of the 
three Provinces than to the differing views of the Authorities by whom they have 
‘been, saively administered, subject to no general and comprehensive review by 
mon authority. Almost the whole population, exocpt at the principal Sea-

‘The principal 8ca-ports arc already connected by an established periodical steam 
communication. All parts of the Coast, from one to another, are easily accessible in 
decked Vessols at all seasons of the year, and in open Boats and Canoes during a great 
part of it, Akyab, Prome, and Rangoon are joined by the Electric Telegraph wire, 
which will shortly be extended to Moulmein, and although the roads from one Pro- 
vince to another, especially that bet#een Arracan and Pegu, are at present difficult 
and tedious, yet communication by land is at all times practicable, and may be ime 

proved at a moderate cost. From all other parts of the British Indian Empire these 

‘rovinees are, from their geographical position, quite distinct, and, practically, ean 
only be approached by Sea, the attempt to connect Akyab with Chittagong by a road 
haying been made, and after great expense abandoned. 





The authority vested in the Commissioners of the three Provinces has been too 
limited to enable them to deal freely with any measure of impo*ance, and indeed 
with many details, without reference {0 the Government either of India or of Bengal, 
and tke emtrol exereised by those Governments i 
been at times neither prompt nor effective; whil 
have been sometimes delayed or rejected, and sometim. ly adopted, for want 
of the intervention of a Local Oificer of high position and authority capable of 
ng conflicting statements and opinions, and of presenting such measures, after 
full discussion with the Local Officers in each Province, in a form in which their 
merits might be thoroughly comprehended and a confident opinion formed on them 
by the Government. From the same se many such measures, though adopted 
and found successful in one Province, have not been extended to the others, 

























Somo months ago Licutenant-Coionel Bruce and Mr. Temple, who were deputed 
to enquire into the condition of Pegu and the adjoining Provinces, and, in consulta. 
tion with the Commissioners, to devise the means of introducing a better and more 
economical system of administration, submitted their viows on the subject in the 
Reports which are now before the Governor General in Council. ‘Their chief recom. 
mendations were that a Chief Commissioner should be set over the three Provinoes, 
aided by a Secretary and a suitable Establishinent; that there should be three 
Commissioners as at present, one in Pegu, another in the Tenasserim and Martaban 
Provinces, and a third in Arracam; that a Judi Commissioner (a Barrister) should 
he appointed not only to hear appeals from the Divisional Commissicners and to 
superintend the Judicial Administration of Justice, but to preside as Judge in Local 
Civil Courts at the Sea-port Towns for the trial of commercial and other cases in 
which Europeans are concerned, and that the ries of the Deputy and Assistant 
Commissioners should b rranged, so as to provide more effectually for the 
promotion of those ¢ s of Oflicers and to assimilate their position’ to that of 
Officers of the same class in other parts of India. 


































With these recommendations were joined others for the re-organization of the 
Police, the appointment of an Inspector of Jails, and the reduction of Civil, Military, 
and Marine Establishments. ‘hese are subjects for separate consideration, and some 
of them have been already disposed of. ‘The savings effected in Marine and Civil 
Establishments alone amount to more than seven lakhs of Rupees a year, and the 
reduction in Military charges is much greater. 


The Governor General in Council, ona full consideration of the Reports submitted 
by. Lieutenant-Colonel Bruce and Mr. Temple, and of the correspondence which has 
passed with the Secretary of State for India and with the Loeal Authorities regard- 
ing the establishment, at Moulmein aud Rangoon, of Courts for the better trial of 
suits in which the Mereantile community are interested, and haying in view the 
formation of a system of administration best adapted to the circumstances and wants 
of Her Majesty’s possessions in Burmah, is pleased to resolve 1s follows :— 












That the three Provinces now known as the Arracan Division, the Province of 
Pogu, and the Tenasserim and Martaban Provinces, shall be united under one Chief 
Civil Oiticer to be styled the Chic!
